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Turner Classic MovieS / annual Summer Under The Stars, where 24 hours are devoted every day in 
August to one famous actor, stretched the criteria for 'stars' this year. Acting non-entities like Bridgette 
Bardot, theater stars slumming in early talkies, like Constance Cummings, and Boris Karloff, who is only 
watchable around Halloween filled in where actual talent -say, Irene Dunne, Walter Brennan, Carole 
Lombard - could have been honored. True, we did get Bette Davis, Jim Garner, Edward G. Robinson, 
Jean Harlow, and Humphrey Bogart; however, most of us viewers literally pay for this network - it is 
regrettably not available on basic cable, despite the fact that most of the films shown are rated 'G' or 
'PG' - and we'd like to get our money's worth 

The film festival did showcase flicks I've never seen before, like The Sea Wolf, based loosely on the Jack 
London novel (spoiler alert: Ida Lupino's character doesn't appear in the book's opening scenes) about a 
brutish captain (Robinson) who gets his comeuppance from several reluctant crew members. Mister 
Buddwing and The Americanization of Emily (both starring Garner) were disappointments, the former 
being one of a slew of men-with-amnesia flicks that occurred in the mid-1960's (the best being Mirage, 
starring Gregory Peck) and the latter a bit of pre-Network nastiness from Paddy Chayevsky trashing the 
US military in WWII. What worked more effectively was WWII Navy picture, The Caine Mutiny, starring 
Mr. Bogart and several fine younger leads like Van Johnson (who also got his own day) and Jose Ferrer; 
Bogie plays a neurotic old ship's captain, polar opposite of Wolf Larsen, who falls apart during a storm. 

Johnson was one of the most undervalued players in Hollywood, going by his 24 hours. He was 
wonderfully dry as a children's' book writer who hates kids in The Bride Goes Wild; a romantic Union ex- 
soldier in post-war Missouri opposite young Janet Leigh in her film debut in The Romance of Rosy Ridge; 
a conflicted architect paid to marry a dying girl he actually loves in Invitation; and Esther Williams' (she 
got a day too, highlighted by the romantic toreador picture, Fiesta) various humpy boyfriends in fluffy 
pictures like The Duchess of Idaho. Not surprisingly, I found Bardot completely unwatchable - whoever 
scheduled this person probably did it with only one hand on the keyboard; same goes for bench- 
warmers Fay Wray, Karl Malden, Ruby Keeler, Hedy Lamarr, and Dean Martin. Harlow did not fail to 
impress, however; she may have mainly played tramps, but she did it with a lot of style and human 
decency, as best displayed in Red Dust, a pre-Code classic about a hooker who falls hard for a rubber 
plantation manager (Clark Gable), only to almost lose him to his buddy's love-starved wife (Mary Astor). 
Bombshell is a sort of parody of her career, focusing on an insane PR wonk played by irascible Lee Tracy. 


Most of Davis' films I had seen before: The Letter, The Little Foxes, Now, Voyager, but I watched them 
anyway. Ditto Spencer Tracy's Captains Courageous, Desk Set, and Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. Stars are 
stars for a reason, after all! People like Anne Baxter I could only stand in their most famous roles, i.e. All 
About Eve; others I forced myself to watch like Angie Dickinson, who was pretty damn good in Rome 
Adventure as Troy Donahue's bitchy mistress, and Jessica, as a midwife whose beauty very foolishly 
makes other equally-sexy women jealous in a small Italian village. This one inspired me to watch Boy on 
a Dolphin via Fox Retro just to see scrumptious, fiery young Sophia Loren in her US screen debut as a 
Greek diver who finds the title item and has to choose between a nice American archeologist (Alan 
Ladd) and a devious old queen collector (Clifton Webb) as to who gets the prize. 



Montgomery Clift's day included several of his best performances - the young G.l. helping a war orphan 
find his mom in post-war Berlin in The Search; a shrink trying to help a traumatized young woman (Liz 
Taylor) face her fears in Suddenly, Last Summer; and a Tennessee Valley Authority worker encouraging 
an elderly woman to leave her home before it floods in Wild River. 

Jean Arthur's day was highlighted with Only Angels Have Wings, where she plays a showgirl among 
tough cargo air pilots in South America; The More The Merrier, a delicious rom-com set during the 
housing crisis in WWII-era Washington, DC; playing an uptight Iowa congresswoman in A Foreign Affair, 
and a career girl in Manhattan whose life changes exponentially when a fur coat lands on her head in 

Easy Living. 

Charles Boyer was all Gallic charm in a bunch of classics: romancing Irene Dunne in Love Affair; in 
Conquest (as Napoleon opposite Greta Garbo as his beloved); Gaslight (being mean to Ingrid Bergman in 
Victorian England); and lusting after governess Bette Davis in All This and Heaven Too, the latter also 
featuring a blistering performance by Barbara O'Neil as Boyer's grasping, insanely jealous wife. 

Robert Montgomery was wonderful in the many 1930's films shown, especially as the psycho in Night 
Must Fall; Cyd Charisse was perfection in a day full of her dancing in the musicals Brigadoon, The Band 
Wagon, and of course, Singin' In The Rain. 

Roddy McDowall was adorable in My Friend Flicka, How Green Was My Valley, and Lassie, Come 
Home, but I didn't care for his adult roles, except one with George Peppard as his amnesiac cousin by 
marriage. Other stars who had few films to recommend include Ralph Richardson (for The Fallen Idol, 
as a butler whose young charge thinks he's killed his shrewish wife); Bing Crosby in The Country Girl, as 
an alcoholic actor with a long-suffering young wife (Grace Kelly, earning her Oscar nod, but not quite 
deserving the win that should have gone to Judy Garland); Jean Simmons magnificent as Young Bess, 

QE1 as a petulant, love-struck girl; James Edwards as the emotionally-abused black soldier in Home of 
the Brave; and luminous young Janet Gaynor in A Star Is Born. 

On TCM's Facebook page, I suggested that next year they give us a Summer Under the Character Actors . 

I see this as a win-win proposition. Most of these types of actors had long careers supporting bigger 
stars, ensuring a cavalcade of name talent to please all of the classic film fans and a dearth of long- 
forgotten nobodies few people care about.

He was born Abraham Finkelstein in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, but grew up mainly in Utica, New York. 
He became a professional singer as a youngster. Around 1908, he toured with Guy Brother's Minstrel 
Show, and helped form a vaudeville act "Weston, Fields and Carroll". 

His first hit as a songwriter was "On the Mississippi" (1912), which he wrote the music for with Harry 
Carroll and Ballard MacDonald supplied the lyrics. In 1914 he wrote the lyrics to "Aba Daba 
Honeymoon", which was revived for the 1950 M.G.M. film Two Weeks With Love and thus got a 
renewed popularity which brought Fields large royalty incomes during his last two years.
